T H E NATIONAL ANNIVERSARY. 


There is a uniqueness in the celebration of the anniversary 
of the birth of the United States as an independent nation. 
There is nothing peculiar about the idea of celebrating a 
birthday anniversary. That has been a custom handed down 
from earliest ages. 
Individuals in all civilized countries 
recognize in some fortn the annual recurrence of the birthday 
anniversary. 
It brings to memory the fact of the commence­ 
ment of a separate existence, and why should it not be fit­ 
tingly observed. 
The Christmas festivities started in the 
early years of Christendom, are simply the manifestation of 
this spirit that demands the recognition of birthday. 
In that 
holiday is commemorated the birth of a particular form of re­ 
ligion—Christianity—and also the birth of its founder— 
Jesus Christ 
It is a fact, however, that few if any of the 
nations of the old world have any holiday corresponding to 
the fourth of July in America. 
T his is easily accounted for 
in the fact that the date of the commencement of national life 
is lost in the mists of unrecorded history. 
It runs back into 
barbaric times, and was lost in the slow process of emerge- 
ment into settled and civilized conditions. 
It does not argue 
from this that these peoples are less appreciative in national 
affairs than citizens of the United [States. 
The conditions 
under which the national life began ?are different. v In the 
one case the event is enveloped in tradition and untraceable; 
in the other it stands out clearly defined as part and parcel 
of recent history, and marking one of the most momentous 
epochs in the annals of the world. 
Probably in every nation 
of the western hemisphere, where the circumstances stir- 
rounding the birth of nationality are equally well known, 
there is a day set apart for general jubilation and festivity, 
the same as in the United States. 
Little did the founders of this republic dream of the pos­ 
sibilities in store for the then infant nation. 
In a little more 
than a century— a mere span in the life of a nation—it has 
become the most populous and powerful government cn 
earth. 
There is nothing in all history that will compare 
with the rapid march of the United States from a small 
beginning to the foremost rank among world powers. 
It is sometimes said that the celebration of independence 
day follows the spirit of commercialism rather than of the 
stern patriotism that alone instituted it and characterized its 
observance in earlier times. 
We do not agree, in spite of the 
admitted commercial aspect, that there is any decay of the 
study patriotism that prevailed in revolutionary or civil war 
times. 
Citizens generally are as proud of their country to­ 
day—of its past and present—as at any previous period. 
If occasion demanded the spirit of heroism and self-sacrifice 
would be just as conspicuous to.day in defense of national life 
or honor as they have been in times past. 
It is no sign of 
retrogression that in these days of commercial rivalry we are 
as axiously competing for trade as any of the nations. 
In­ 
deed it might be regarded as ominous if were otherwise. 


A MISSTATEMENT. 


The Angels Record gravely informs its readers that the 
opposition in Amador county to the purchase of the Big Bar 
bridge seems to be confined to the Ledger office, and adds as 
a clincher that the supervisors of the two counties may be 
depended upon to do the right thing fn the matter. 
The 
Record man probably knows as much or as little about* the 
public sentiment in Amador county as the Ledger man does 
concerning Calaveras county. 
The Ledger simply voices 
the honest opinion of its editor on public questions, and is 
willing to let it go at that. The Ledger is not, and never has 
been against the acquisition of Big Bar bridge by the joint 
action of the two counties. 
On the contrary, we favor its 
purchase at the appraised value, if that course is absolutely 
necessary to public ownership and tile abolition of tolls there­ 
on. But we think, as a matter of ordinary business prudence 
it devolves upon the supervisors to first have the question of 
title decisively settled before authorizing the payment of the 
purchase money. 
In private affairs it is customary7 to get an 
abstract of title preliminary to the purchase of real property. 
If the title is found to be faulty that is usually deemed suf­ 
ficient grounds for calling the deal off. 
Why should not the 
same policy be followed in regard to Big Bar bridge. 
It is 
surely the safer course to find out beforehand whether or not 
the reputed owner has anything to sell. 
That is the posi­ 
tion of the Ledger on this bridge proposition.

Italy has always been'the classic soil 
fur fabrications, hut In some depart­ 
ments Holland and Paris run her close. 
Vienna has a specialty for rock crys­ 
tal nncl thirteenth century gold work, 
Florence nncl 
I.uccn for fourteenth 
century arm or, London imitates the 
pate telulre of Sevres, Constantinople 
makes oriental wenpons, Madrid Da­ 
mascus 
swords. Dresden sculptured 
ivories, Aix-la-Cbnpelle pewter plate, 
Berlin Itomnn polterlcs, Amsterdam 
wrought iron, Itotterdam Indian porce­ 
lains, Odessa tiaras and antique jew ­ 
elry. while Paris is the chief m a rt and 
clearing house for all these products. 
Italian 
bronze statuettes, now so 
milch sought, are turned out w ith dex­ 
terity and taste in Tuscany. It is said 
that it w as from one of these foun­ 
dries there issued the group of virtue 
oppressing vice, assigned to Ginn Bo­ 
logna. which is now the choice treas­ 
ure of a celebrated French collection. 
Switzerland makes a specialty of Louis 
XV. repousse work. 
As for renaissance and mediaeval 
jewelry, hardly a bit Is real except 
what is In museums. It is not to be 
bought. In the disturbed epochs that 
followed 
the 
renaissance 
precious 
stones w ere broken from their set­ 
tings and sold to meet urgent needs. 
The same need for extreme diffidence 
applies to tho pretty bibelots of the 
eighteenth 
century, 
watches, 
chate­ 
laines, lionbonnieres. Of modern fabri­ 
cation, too. is the enameled jew elry of 
the sixteenth century. Vienna tu rn s it 
out to perfection. And so cunning are 
the makers that, for example, they 
take care th a t the ring on which a 
locket is suspended should show signs 
of friction, well aware that th e buyer 
who thinks himself cute will look for 
this indication. 
. 
As for th e peasnnt jewelry, now so 
much bouglrt and sought In Florence 
on tlie old bridge and elsewhere, the 
genuine Is long ago exhausted, for, 
after all, peasants own but a limited 
stock. 
It all consists of clever copies 
or more often tasteful combinations of 
old designs. 
The stones, too, despite 
thisir flue designations, are rarely any­ 
thing else but those marvelously clev­ 
er tinted rock crystals so ingeniously 
made in Switzerland and sold by the 
ton if desired. 
Venice Is the great depot for ebony 
inlaid with ivory, and cabinets incrust­ 
ed with tortoise shell, once its glory 
and now in their decadence, a re still 
tho Joy of traveling Americans on the 
loohbut for bargains. 
Buy if the ob­ 
ject pleases you. but do not when you 
pay your dollars imagine you are ex­ 
changing new lamps for old. 
As for 
old clocks, grandfather or other,, there 
is not one genuine in a hundred. W are 
ivories! 
They are generally bone or, 
worse stiilT celluloid aged by th e help 
of tobacco or of t hat invaluable hand­ 
maiden. licorice juice. 
Nor does even glass defy the artif­ 
icer. 
In the Museum of St. Germain 
can bo seen Roman goblets, their out­ 
sides incrusted with dirt, whose iri­ 
descence lias been obtained by iish 
scales fixed upon their surface. 
Some­ 
times real bits of Iridescent glass film 
are transferred upon a modern frame-* 
work. Cologne turns out lachrymatory 
vases by th e gross, not even troubling 
to copy th e old shapes, but using tho 
long narrow bottles in which cheap 
sweets are sold. 
These are buried in 
dung after being smeared w ith some 
concoction 
of 
which the secret 
is 
guarded, an d in a little time they issue 
from retirem ent patimited and irides­ 
cent. Old German and BoheVnian glass 
is also excellently copied In H am burg 
and Paris. 
Venice, too. has not for­ 
gotten its traditions and turns out its 
own old wares. 
Sevres an d Dresden innocently help­ 
ed the counterfeiter by selling their 
not yet decorated pieces, if imperfect, 
for a trille. On this genuine ground 
the forger worked with ease. 
This 
traffic lias been stopped. 
Still the 
forger know s no obstacles or over­ 
comes them , and false Sevres and 
Dresden are supplied by nil dealers, 
and tlie purchaser rarely lias the mi­ 
nute knowledge tlmt will save him. Iu 
the eighteenth century oriental porce­ 
lains w ere openly made i:i England 
and Holland and sent to China for 
decoration, when they returned as real 
China porcelain, or the reverse proc­ 
ess obtained. The porcelain w as made 
in China and decorated in w h at was 
presumed to lie the Chinese style iu 
Europe.’ P aris at tlu> present moment 
makes an d exports old China porce­ 
lain. and many a tourist who buys a 
find at Hongkong or Shanghai merely 
brings back coals to Newcastle. Rho­ 
dian plates are made near P aris in ab­ 
solute perfection. Except us a matter 
of sentim ent there is 110 need to seek 
the old. 
Be cautious, too, in buying 
GrecO-Roman pottery. 
It is 
mostly 
made at Naples. 
Most of the genuine tilings were 
snapped up long ago or else are owned 
by museums or by the heirs of those 
for whom they were made aud " ’bo do 
not need to part with them.—London 
National Review.

Amador County 


Descriptive Article 


Affrador county com prises an area of 
548 square miles. 
It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and emnraees w ithin it? territory all 
the, diversity of valley, foothill, and 
h igh mountainous lands. 
Climate.—T he clim a te of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as genial 
and healthful asean be found anywhere 
In California. 
As c lim a te is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. 
It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its clim atic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood nnd ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in loss favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. The tem perature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below ¡10 
degrees above zero In winter, and us 
rarely rises to 100 d egrees in the sum­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on the 
ground for more th a n a few hours. 
< 
course, in tho high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador t h e snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of tho 
entire Sierra N evada range. The sum 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; p erm itting of sound, ro 
freshing slumber. 
F o g s are rare, cy 
clones are unknown, thunderstorms aro 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—T h e county,although 
rich in other sources or wealth, com 
paratively untouched, is noted prin 
cipally for 
her qu artz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo 
cated here. 
T he K ennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below the surface, with every 
-indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater d epth. 
Since the dis 
covery of gold, the cou nty has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,1X10000 to the world’s 
6upply of the precious metal. 
The 
m ines aro still y ield in g at the rate of 
about two million 
dollars annually 
N early all of this w ealth is produced by 
e ig h t or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “ m other lo d e ,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
e r ly 
direction a d istance 
of twenty 
miles. 
The mines a g g reg a te between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish era 
ployraent for over 1000 miners. 
Ih is 
industry is still in its infancy, 
f h e 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground that has actually been worked 
-or prospected. 
T h e county offers to­ 
d a y one of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in th e world for the 
investm ent of capital in tho fascinating 
business of gold m ining, not alone along 
th e mother lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
e a st belt, some ten o r tw elve miles from 
th e main lode. 
Besides gold, we h a v e copper, de 
p osits of pottery, coal, ¡marbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, 
and soapstone or 
ta lc —all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities. —The agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
th e mineral riches. 
T h e valley lands 
will produce 
an yth in g that can be 
grown in the most favored sections 
In tho foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetabie are raised w here irrigation 
is practicable along th e numerous water 
courses.

of the valley section, a thriving town 
o f 1000 inhabitants.

The Most Common Wsys In W hic h the 
Heart I* Affected. 
Dr. I. N. Hall, writing In th e Ameri­ 
can Journal of the Merllrnl Sciences, 
«ays that the dangers to the heart In 
high altitudes are the same as In other 
places, but are greatly exaggerated In 
some directions. 
The troubles 
most 
common nnd serious, he says, relate to 
Inflammation 
of 
the 
heart 
muscle, 
hardening of the arteries nnd dilation 
of the lienrt. 
Tlie principle applied Is this: Tlie 
heart nnd lungs have an Increase of 
functional wurk with each added de­ 
gree o f elevation nnd the consequent 
decrease in atmospheric pressure. To 
meet th e Increased demand on the cir­ 
culation the heart must enlnrgc If the 
usual amount of exercise Is taken. It 
is not unusual for acute dilation of the 
lienrt to occur after slight effort on 
tlie part, o f those whose nrforles have 
begun to Warden and who long have 
been accustomed to atmospheric pres-’ 
sure a t the sen level. Tlie trouble with 
those w h o suffer In high altitude, tho 
writer declares. Is that they try to do 
too m uch at: first when they feel In­ 
vigorated by tlie brnclng ntmosphcre. 
Dr. H all adds Hint oven nn nseent in 
a rnilwny train may he fatal to those 
who linve but a narrow margin of 
lienrt strength, or tlie sligh test exer­ 
tion a t sueli n time mn.v produce nn- 
glnn pectoris. 
Tlie average case of 
well compensated valvular d isease will 
do ns w ell nt n high altitude ns any­ 
where 
else If the patient 
observes 
proper precautions. In such a climate 
he is less susceptible to acute rheuma­ 
tism.

The German peasants declare thnt a f t­ 
er St. John's day the bird changes Into 
a sparrow hawk. 
The Dnnrs have a curious legend re- 
ghrdlng this bird.

girls hear Its first call they kiss their 
hands and repeat, “Cuckoo, cuckoo, 
when shall I be married?” 
As many 
times as the bird enlls ‘‘cuckoo” In a n ­ 
swer, so many years will the maiden 
háve to wait. 
T he old folk, bent and 
bowed with rheum atism and age, ask 
Instead, “Cuckoo, cuckoo, when shall 
I lie released from this world’s cares?” 
and the answer comes In the same 
way. 
So occupied Is the poor bird In 
answering these questions, say the 
Danes, that she never has time to build 
her nest, so is forced to lay her eggs 
in the nest of another bird.—Planet. 


A GREWSOME BEQUEST. 


Extraordinary Legacy by the F ather 


wof Lord Audley. 


P ro b a b ly 'th e 
most grewsome be­ 
quest ever named in a will was th a t 
made by Philip Thlcknesse, a dissipat­ 
ed Englishman, w ho died In 1792. Some 
years before his death he had quarrel­ 
ed bitterly with his son. Lord Audley. 
and to spite him had placed on the 
outside of the fam ily mansion a board 
bearing this Inscription in large black 
letters: 
“Boots and shoes mended, enrpets 
beat, etc., etc., l>y P. Thlcknesse, fa ­ 
ther of Lord Audley.” 
Finding he w as about to die, be sent 
for-his lawyer and drew up a will con­ 
taining tbe following extraordinary 
clause: “I leave my right hand, to be 
cut off after my death, to my son. Lord 
Audley. I desire it may be sent to him 
in hopes that such a sight may remind 
him of his duty to God after having 
so long abandoned the duty he owed 
to a father who once so affectionately 
loved him.” 
The dead man's wishes were scrupu­ 
lously carried out, and his severed 
hand, inclosed in a hermetically sealed 
leaden casket, w as forwarded to bis 
son. 
There is no record as to how 
Lord Audley received his unwelcome 
legacy or how he disposed- of it.—New 
York Press.

Army Vernacular a s Odd as That 


of the Navy. 


MANY 
QUEER 
EXPRESSIONS. 


A 
Men 
Just 
Enlisted 
Is Called “a 
Rcoky,” end Men Who Enlist at the 
Beginning of W in ter and Desort In 
the Spring Aro Called "Snowbirds." 


The army has jitst as odd n vernac­ 
ular ns tin; navy. To the uninitiated 
some army expressions would convey 
little or no reuse, as, for example, if a 
soldier were heard to say, "The top 
told me to report for kitchen police 
and help skin the spuds for slum for 
supper." the hearer would have sev­ 
eral guesses before he would cotne 
anywhere near w hat tills meant ill the 
patter of the barracks. 
In plain language, it means that the 
first sergeant (the ranking or orderly 
sergeant) had told him to report to the 
cook to assist him In peeling tho pota­ 
toes to make tho hash or stew for sup­ 
per. Iiash or stew is always "slum," 
and the first sergeant is “the top:" 
"kitchen police,” a man who assists the 
cook In the preparation of incnls and 
• he washing of dishes, pans, etc. 
A man who has ju st enlisted or has 
not yet been In tlio ranks long enough 
to be considered a full fledged soldier, 
having learned all his duties, is called 
“a rooky," 
and 
woe 
be unto the 
“rooky" who gets "fresh” before an 
old sergeant wlio lias been In tbe 
rank)* since before the fresh "rooky" 
was born! He will be told in any but 
gentle terms by th e old timer: “Shut 
up and go about your work. 
Your 
name is not yet dry on your enlistment 
paper!” meaning th a t wften he was 
sworu In and promised to serve for 
three years and obey the “orders of 
the president and the officers appointed 
over him" lie had signed his name to 
this paper and tlie signature had not 
bad time to get dry. 
When a man says he is going to 
“take on" or “take to another blan­ 
ket." lie means th a t he Is going to re- 
enllst. 
The government, in the cloth­ 
ing allowance for each man, provides 
a blanket: hence th e term to “take an­ 
other blanket.” 
The guardhouse Is called “the mill.” 
Some ill behaved soldier away back In 
the past (the term is a very old one) 
no doubt thought ills term in the 
guardhouse ground out toward its end 
very slowly, so be applied this nfew 
much used name to the prison of the 
garrison. 
When “the top” 
says, “Get your 
blanket and go to the mill,” the sol­ 
dier knows he is in for a tour of duty 
in the guardhouse, and his blanket 
means one or more nights, for in that 
much to be avoided place nothing is 
supplied In the w ay of comforts, and 
each occupant carries wHh him his 
blanket, or more if be has them, to 
make his rest more comfortable. 
All meals are called “chuck,” and 
along toward mealtime the expression, 
“Is it not time for chuck call to blow?” 
is heard very frequently. 
“Snowbirds” are men who enlist in 
the winter about tb e time snow begins 
to fall and tbe real snowbird puts in 
its appearance and desert in the spring 
when the robin appears. 
They “take 
on” only to tide over the winter with 
its discomforts. 
The oldest man in the company is 
“dad” and the youngest “the kid. 
Any deserter is called a “skipper.” 
Two men who sh a re tbe same small 
tent or whose bunks are side by side 
in the barrack room ore called "bunk- 
ies.” This ancient term originated in 
the days of the very old army, when 
the bunks were “built for two” and 
two men slept side by side on a mat­ 
tress filled with s tra w and one blan­ 
ket apiece, much different from today, 
when each man lias his hair mattress, 
pillow, sheets and blankets. A “hunky" 
always lias a chew or filling for a pipe 
for his mate, w hen he might tell an­ 
other man that h e lias not enough 
weed to “put under your nail.” 
All fines received from a court are 
called “blind,” so th a t a man who re­ 
ceived ten days in th e guardhouse and 
a flue of $5 would tell his comrades 
th a t ho “got ten d ay s in the mill and 
five blind.” 
The commanding officer of a com­ 
pany or the post is always the “old 
mail.” If he Is n o t liked other terms, 
not parlor talk, a re used. 
All field musicians are called “wind 
jammers” on account of their jamming 
of wind into the tru m p et that calls the 
men to labor cr rest. 
Every man on th e completion of his 
term of enlistment is given a dis­ 
charge. At the bottom of his paper in 
olden times was a space in which tho 
character borne by the man during his 
term of enlistment w as written. If his 
service had boon bad this part of flie 
discharge was cu t off. and it was 
called "a bobtail.” In speaking of the 
length of time a m an has to servo be­ 
fore he has completed Ids term of en­ 
listment the term “butt” means less 
than a year. So to say he has a year 
and a lltilo less than two years he 
would say “a year and a butt.” 
There are a num ber of men in the 
ranks who save th eir money and lend 
It to others. The rate Is very high. If 
a man borrows ?2 he must pay $1 at 
pay day. 
This is called “cent per 
cent.” The term “one more shingle on 
the White House” means that the man 
has completed one more tour of guard 
duty consisting • f twenty-four hours. 
Many of these term s quoted are of 
very eld < ri"In. so old that if you ask 
the oldest man 
in an organisation 
when he heard 1t first he will proba­ 
bly tell you. “Oh. it was used when I 
took my first b la n k e t" Major B. W. 
Atkinson in New York Tribune.

Adenoids are curious little caullflow- 
er-llkc growths which appear at the 
junction of the nasal cavity and the 
pharynx. They are often observed at 
birth, but they seldom cause discom­ 
fo rt until some months later. Then 
th ey interfere with respiration and 
cause the baby to be restless. It tosses 
in its sleep and wakens suddenly, cry­ 
in g out as if in distress. 
If adenoids are perm itted to remain 
they deform the mouth, teeth, throat, 
ch est and face. At th eir worst they 
produce pop eyes and w h a t is called a 
f r o g ‘face. They cause mouth breath­ 
ing, w ith all its attendant evils. They 
open the way for a hundred and one 
ills, from rupture of th e eardrum, run­ 
ning from the ears, coughs and tonsili­ 
tis to pulmonary tuberculosis. 
A slight operation suffices to remove 
them. The baby suffers little pain and 
loses little blood. 
Out they come, and 
w ith them the overgrown tonsils that 
commonly accompany them. 
If they 
a re suffered to remain they may never 
be discovered. But it is certain that in 
one way or another, directly or indi­ 
rectly, they will cause d am ag e—Dr.
